m ate purpose of depositing iu egga, and 
contaius no secretions of a poUouoa* 
character. The locust has no stinger in* 
dependent Of Us ovipositor. 
T he history of the locust, from the ac­ 
count given of it in Exodus down to the 
present, furnishes no nuihentie instauce 
of any one ever dying from the stingof a 
locttst. Though they have been so nu­ 
merous iu some places a* to destroy eve­ 
ry living particle of vegetntiou, and have 
thereby caused famine, not one word has 
ever beeu said about them causing,death 
bystitifcingby any rclefttifle or historical 
writer. If a locust is mashed on the skip, 
the fluid of the locust being acrid will 
cause some inflammation, which i* some­ 
times m istaken for a feting or bite. 
It has a'ho been staled that persons 
have been poisoned by eating vegetables 
over which the locusts have crawled, Ac. 
To prove this to ben false notiou, I will 
only refer .you to Mr. C ham bers'Ency- 
clopjcdia, which states that the “ locust* 
are eaten iu many couatrie*, rousted, or 
fried in butter. They are also preserved 
iu brine, or dried in the suu. They thus 
appear in the m arkets of Arabia, Syria,

produce aa good wheat tvs a moderate 
dressing of stable manuiWwand the grass 
after the wheat. Is as good. The salt an.I 
lime hfivq been applied after plowing, 
and harrowed In; the llmejspread With 
a shovel or Utne spreader,/ os soon S9 
slaked, while In a powdered oondítlon, 
and thei salt sown broadcaster mixed 
with lime before spreading, o/the lime 
slaked with brine. The roWcyon-Mr. 
BteeJo's farm are shale sla te .\rh e Soil, 
gravel, day, and loam, exhausted about 
74 years ago, and its cultivation aban* 
doned. It’ has since been reclaimed 
from barrenness by an improved system 
of agriculture, and the use of lime as a 
manure. The land to which the salt was 
applied had been frequently lioted, which 
fact may be important iu considering the 
effect of the salt applied alone. Mr. 3. 
Itclievcs it to be as good for this land as 
the salt and lime.

1 hayo found by experience that a 
stroug decoction of tobacco will destroy 
vermin on either-, anjmals or plants. I 
hnvo used it exteiisivoly during many 
yean<L for destroying ticks on sheep and 
lambs; have dipped thousands of them 
in tobacco water, made by boilingcoarse, 
damaged, cheap tobacco, or stems and 
waste, In water, anil have, found it an 
effectual cure for the scab, which disease 
is caused by the working of an insect or 
mJti» In the skin of'the sheep. It Is a 
sovereign remedy for the blue lice on 
entile and horses. 
' 
Tobacco water will destroy the aphis 
or plaut louse. Gardeners find their 
green bouse plants need to be submitted 
to a delicate using of this wash occasion* 
ally, to place them in a condition to be* 
come healthy and vigorous. Wheu ap­ 
plied to fruit trees, of course waste tobac­ 
co is used; odd oue pound of copperas to 
tlvegallottsof the waab. Plug tobacco con? 
thins copperas In quantities sufficient to 
kill any animal that has not acoustomed 
itself, by slow degrees, to its use^ 
'Almost every tree or plant Is infested 
' with an injurious insect, peculiar to 
itself, which preys upon its substauce,

«troy Its vitality. The hop, in sections 
, infested with the bop aphis*, is frequent­ 
ly either wholly or partially destroyed; 
wheti, by one or two thorough, applica­ 
tions of tobacco water, by means of a 
force pump or garden engine, as they 
oommehce their work, the whole aphis 
army might be swept away. When the 
vine Is trained low, upon seven feet 
stakes and twine, a garden engine Is 
unnecessary, as the wash cab be applied 
as effectually and with less water, ,wjth 
n common large syringe.

Indeed there seems .to be 
but one animal—mamallH—upon which 
tobacco, in ^Uher shape, does not have 
nn Immediate fatal effect However, if 
.that animal would otherwise be infested 
with insects, trjchinceous in their nature, 
iu tjhe mouth, tobacco will keep them 
away. Perhaps that is their case. 
If a sheep or calf is covered with a 
rubber or leather spread, or thick blank* 
ot, and a smoke of tobacco is made uuj 
tier the ooveriug, iu half an hour or leas, 
every tick and nit will be destroyed. 
Currant wo^ms may be served in the 
, name manner. This is not only an ef­ 
fective remedy, agaiust vermin, b.ut of 
good use fdr mofctobnoxious weeds.—Cor.
